Trees can be planted any time during their dormant pe- 
riod. We ship all Winter to Southern States, but our reg- 
ular Spring shipping season opens about the first of 
March and continues well into June. Fall planting 
season begins about October 15th and extends until 
ground freezes solid. 


RIPENING DATES 


With our descriptions of varieties, we’ve indicated the 
approximate ripening date at which fruit is ripe and 
ready to eat in Western New York. This date will vary 
with the season and in different sections of the East. The 
fruit may ripen a few days to a week earlier or later.

POLLINATION OF FRUIT TREES 


The value of pollination in the production of a fruit crop is now 
recognized. Although many varieties are self fruitful and 
thus require no pollination from another variety, experi- 
ments show they are greatly benefited by cross pollination. 
Necessarily because of the lack of space available, we are only 
able to give brief notes on this important topic. For more 
detailed information, we suggest that you write to your 
State College or Experiment Station, the address of which 
you will find-on page 16-B. If you do not care to give atten- 
tion to this detail, just write, stating the number of trees 
you wish to plant, and we will be pleased to be of service 
and suggest the best combinations.

This is to state that all of the salable 
apple, sweet cherry, l- and 2-year pear, 
and 1- and 2-year plum stock now growingin 
Kelly Brothers’ Nurseries, Dansville, New York, 
have been examined for trueness-to-name by 
A. P. French, O. C. Roberts, and L. Southwick 
To the best of our knowledge and belief, these 
trees are true to name as they now stand in the nursery row. 

The salable peach trees in this nursery were also examined and any mixtures 
observed were rectified. While it is impossible to positively identify all peach vari- 
eties in the nursery row, it is possible to eliminate a high percentage of the mixtures.

An 
annual bearer that is becoming a commercial variety. Tends to 
bear young. August 10th—-L5th. 


RED ASTRACHAN. One of the best of the Summer varieties as it 
becomes fully ripe and ready for home use from late July to Septem- 
ber. Fruit very handsome, large, round, nearly covered with deep 
crimson overspread with thick bloom; juicy and good though rather 
acid. Tree medium size, yielding good crops. August 2nd-6th. 


RED DUCHESS. A solid red strain of the Old Duchess of Olden- 
burg. One of the hardiest varieties grown. Fruit is large-striped 
red in color. A good early eating Apple. Vigorous grower, regular 
and prolific bearer. August 5th—10th. 


SWEET BOUGH. Large pale yellow, sweet, tender and juicy. Deli- 
cious for baking. Tree a compact grower and abundant bearer. 
Under favorable conditions is long lived; one of the best early sweet 
Apples. Should be in every collection. August 12¢h-18th. 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT. 
Fruit of good size; skin clear 
white turning to pale yellow; 
flavor acid and very 
good making it ex- 
cellent for cooking. 
Begins to ripen some- 
time in July and con- 
tinues for 3 or 4 
weeks. Tree upright 
and a very early and 
abundant bearer.

The 
flesh is tender, rich and very good in 
quality, being excellent for dessert and 
especially desirable for culinary pur- 
poses. Does not ripen uniformly, part 
of crop being fully ripe and ready 
to use while balance will be still hard and 
and green. Trees hardy and productive. 
September 15th—25th. 


For home orchard or 

commercial use this is 

the ideal early vari- 

ety to plant. Resem- 
bles its McIntosh parent with its handsome red color and uni- 
form round shape. The tree is a vigorous grower, hardy and 
productive. It isan annual bearer and early thinning is recom- 
mended. Under favorable conditions of growth it comes into 
bearing at an early age. Besides pleasing the taste, this early 
Apple pleases the eye. The flesh is white, tender and juicy with 
fine flavor. Ideal dessert Apple. August 15th—25th.

MILTON. A handsome new Apple of the McIntosh type, but ripens 
a month earlier, about the time of Wealthy. Bright pinkish red, 
large, flesh tender, very white with a refreshing aroma. An early 
and annual bearer; excellent for home and roadside markets. 

RED GRAVENSTEIN. New red sport much moreattractive than its 
parent; differs from old Gravenstein only in solid dark red color of 
fruit; should be planted in place of Gravenstein, September 10th-15th 

WEALTHY. Beautiful moderate sized brilliant red Apple, fine qual- 
ity, one of the best of its season; is relatively a good keeper. Owing 
to hardiness of tree, its adaptability to cold climates and early bear- 
ing habits, can be profitably planted asa filler. September 15th-20th.

Fruit is large, bright red, crisp, juicy, 
and rich. Tree vigorous and productive. December—March.

DOUBLE RED DELICIOUS. A very fine colored, solid red strain 


of Delicious resembling its parent in all characteristics except color. 
November—March. 


DELICIOUS, RED (See page 4 for description). 


FAMEUSE (Snow Apple). Is one of the most desirable dessert 
Apples of its season. Beautiful in appearance, being deep crimson, 
flesh is snowy white, tender, melting and delicious. Well known 
in markets and during its season, October to the holidays usually 
sells above average market prices. Tree is medium size, hardy, 
rather long lived and a reliable cropper. October-December. 


GOLDEN RUSSET. A good commercial variety, ranking second 
only to Roxbury. Keeps well. Attractive, yellow russeted Apple. 
Desirable for home use during Spring months before small fruits 
ripen. Excellent for cider. Tree is hardy. November—A pril. 

GRIMES GOLDEN. An Apple of fine quality. Fruit medium to 
large, bright yellow flesh. Juicy and fine flavored. Tree vigorous 
grower, hardy and productive. November—February. 

JONATHAN. A very beautiful Apple, of a brilliant red color, highly 
flavored and of excellent quality for dessert or culinary use. Good 
family sort as well as highly profitable for market. Tree generally 
bears early, productive and long lived. November—A pril.

KENDALL. New McIntosh seedling introduced and recommended by 
New York State Experiment Station. Handsomely colored solid 
darkred, fruit large, fine grained whitish flesh; excellent quality and 
flavor. Ripens about the same time as McIntosh but keeps longer. 


KING (Tompkins County). Fruit is one of the largest Winter 
Apples, beautiful red color with enough contrasting yellow to make 
an attractive appearance. Demand for it comes in late Fall and 
early ,Winter. November—March. 


LADY (Christmas Apple). Strikingly beautiful little Apple especi- 
ally suitable for decorative use and for dessert. Brings high prices in 
New York City markets. Trees prefer sandy or gravelly loam. 
Fruit is small, uniform in size and shape. Color deep red blush 
with pale yellow ground color. December—January. 


MACOUN (See page 4 for description and illustration). 
McINTOSH RED (See page 5 for description). 


NORTHERN SPY. Easily ranks among the very best Winter 
Apples. A leading commercial variety, well known, having a well 
established reputation on the market. Fruit is large, very attrac- 
tive, being of bright red color with a pronounced bloom. Flesh is 
juicy, crisp and excellent for dessert or culinary purposes. Brings 
high prices on the market. Keeps well in storage until April or 
later. November—A pril. 


ORLEANS. Striped to solid dark red, attractive, larger, later and 
more sprightly than Delicious which it resembles; tree notably 
hardy; ripens with Delicious but keeps longer in storage; bears 
early, annually and heavily; is resistant to scab. December—March. 


RED ROME. A new sport of Rome Beauty and like Gallia Beauty 
is identical with its parent in all characteristics except fruit is a 
solid red color. December—May. 


RED SPY (See illustration and description on page 4). 


ROME BEAUTY. Yellow and red striped Apple of excellent quality. 
Prolific annual bearer. Early bearer and good keeper. Profitable 
commercial sort for New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. December—May. 

RHODE ISLAND GREENING. A large and superior Winter Apple 
that is famous over a large extent of country. Asa cooking Apple 
it is unsurpassed, and asa dessert fruit of its season, has few equals. 
It isa good keeper, but keeps better if picked early. This Greening 
is a beautiful yellow color when ripe, and an abundant yielder. Tree 
is long-lived, hardy and does well on fertile, gravelly or sandy loam 
with well-drained clay subsoil. December—A pril.

Should | fertilize my trees or put manure in the holes 
at planting time? 

Fertilizers are of no value until the roots are estab- 
lished and growing, thus being able to absorb the 
nutrients. Manure is best used as a mulch on top of 
the ground well back from the main stem. It may 
severely injure the tree, if placed directly in the tree 
hole. Wet peat moss or similar material mixed with 
the soil at planting time (1 part of peat moss to 4 
parts of soil) makes an ideal combination for loosen- 
ing up the soil. 


. What ore Mazzard roots? 
. Mazzard is used to differentiate this type of root 


stock from Mahaleb. Briefly Mazzard is the wild 
sweet cherry, and produces a long-lived tree which 
grows larger than the Mahaleb and comes into bear- 
ing a little later, and is not so hardy. Mahaleb is 
the perfume cherry of Europe and produces a tree 
smaller, earlier fruiting and hardier. Mahaleb is the 
most commonly used rootstock.

. What can | do to prevent rabbit and mouse injury? 
- This is a hard question to answer. 


Fruit growers will 
tell you that “eternal vigilance’’ is the only sure con- 
trol. We can make the following suggestions: Keep 
the area about 12 inches around each tree cultivat- 
ed; put coal ashes or cinders at the base of the tree; 
and clean up any nearby trash or brush where rabbits 
and mice may harbor. Hunt the rabbits and destroy 
them, and poison mice according to recommendations 
available to you from your Experiment Station.

When we have winters like those of 1933-34 and 
1942-43, the trees might be injured, if they are not 
in a particularly sheltered area. Generally they will 
succeed where you find peach trees growing. 


What size trees do you recommend? 


. We recommend the largest size and grade. After all, 


the first price paid for the tree is the cheapest part 
of the investment. However, all the trees and plants 
we offer are up to grade and A-1 in quality. 


Why don’t you sell trees older and larger than those 
listed im your catalogue? 


. Older and larger trees do not transplant so well and

No fruit tree will grow well where the soil is too wet. 


. Cherry trees in particular will not tolerate the least 


amount of excess water. On the other hand, plum 
and prune are much more tolerant and will thrive 
where many other fruit trees would fail. We list 
them as follows in order of tolerance to wet soil: 


Prune, Plum, Pear, Apple, Quince, Peach, Apricot, 
Cherry. 


Should I trim my trees when planting them? 

It is most important that the pruning be done as we 
suggest in the planting guide sent with each order. 
Trees and plants set out in the Fall, however, should 
not be trimmed until early Spring. 


Which kind of fruit trees are hardiest? 
Apple, Sour Cherry, and Pear are most hardy. Peach

After the trees have begun to fruit, you can hold 
them down by pruning the top heavily. Make a few 
large cuts always pruning to an_ outside lateral 
branch so as to reduce sucker growth.

However, to 
increase the bearing surface for a big crop, the next 
year it is best to remove the blossoms the first season, 
except from Everbearing varieties. 

How can | protect my cherry crop from the birds? 
Cover the tree with a cheese cloth netting. Write to 
Kendall Mills, Walpole, Mass. for further details. 
Why don’t you sell 2 year Peach trees? 


Peach trees get large enough and are sufficiently well 
branched in one year, the way we grow them. 


When will dwarf trees bear? 


. They should have a few fruits the second or third 


year. Production of blossoms or even fruit the first 
year is not unusual. 


How can | keep borers out of my trees? 


Peach tree borer can be controlled by chemical treat- 
ment. Write to the New York State Experiment Sta- 
tion, Geneva, N. Y. for their Free Circular No. 172 
that gives complete directions. Apple tree borer is 
difficult to control but it is much less prevalent 
where young trees are regularly sprayed. See Ques- 
tion 6. If the tree is already infested the best you 
can do is to dig the borers out with a knife or wire.
